Claims 1-55 and 87-90, drawn to method for lung volume reduction, classified in 



class 604, subclass 500. 

II. Claims 56-68, drawn to a catheter system, classified in class 604, subclass 96.01. 

III. Claims 69-86, drawn to surgical kits, classified in class 128, subclass 898. 
The inventions are djgpfnct, each from the other because of thelpllowing reasons: 



are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different modes of operations, for instance, a catheter system can be used to 
perform a method for treating angioplasty, and similarly, the kit may include instruction to 
inflate or deflate a segment of the pulmonary artery.
